C.P.R. AND CNR. ARE 
WORKING TOGETHER 


The Two Railways are Evidencing 
Friendship One for the Other, for 
Purpose of Giving Grand Trunk 
Picific Hard Competition—Wall 
Street View of Situation. 


New York, Mar. 22.—One surprising 
feature of the railroad situation is the 
clean sweep of little roads being made 
by the big systems. There are but ¢ 
few independent sma)! roads of im- 
portance left. Even some of the little 
ones are now being sought after. Green 
Bay and Western is one of those that 
is evidently going to the Winconsin 
Central. Now that the Canadian 
Pacific intends to let the Canadian 
Northern use the Wisconsin Central 
to reach Chicago the Green Bay and 
Western will be a very handy branch 
furnishing an entrance to Lake Michi 
gan at a point from which water ship- 
ments can be made economically to 
Montreal. 

The Canadian aPcific and Canadian 
Northern have no official connection. 
but tiey are displaying a friendly 
feeling that is not cheering to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, which is their 
only competitor in Canada. In ad- 
dition to the joint use of the Wiscon 
sin Central they will have a traffic 
agreement over the Wabash for enter- 
ing New York. 

The Canadian Pacific is earning 
such a large surplus that nothing but 
a fear of the lowering of rates by the 
Railroad Commission keeps et

Foley in West. 

In the farther west most of the new 
work of the year will ‘he done by 
Foley, Welch & Stewart, and nearer 


most all the contracts will go to J. D. 
McArthur. Already a number of im- 
(portant contracts aes been awarded 
to these two firms. 

In Alberta the Kipp extension will 
be ouilt by Foley, Welch & Stewart. 
This line will be continued until » 
junction is effected with the Calgary- 
Macleod branch. 

The oxtension of the Langdon 
Iweneh will also be built by the Foley, 
Weieh and Stewart firm. ‘This ex- 
tension or spur leaves the Langdon 
branch at Irricanna and runs in a 
southeasterly direction, the intention 
being to afford facilities to the large 
numbers locating in the irrigation 


belt, 
Weyburn Extension, 

The Weyburn extension will be built 
by the J. D. McArthur company, and 
the expectation is that this company 
will remain on this work for severat 
years, until the line is built through 
towards Lethbridge. Only 26 miles of 
the dump will oe completed this year. 
The J, D. McArthur company will also 
build the Outlook extension. This is 
4 90 mile job, the work inning on 
the north ‘side of the Saskatchewan 
and continuing until the point ix 
teached where the road branches off 
to Macklin.

COUNCIL APPROVES 
BY-LAWS FOR $673,000 


Capital Expenditure Totalling This 
Amount Provisionally Passed by 
CounctI—Vete will Be Taken on 
April 20—West End Piggery Again 
Subjected to Criticiom. 


Several minor matters were consid- 
ered by the city council last night 
before the real business came up, 
which was the approving of the by- 
laws for the capital expenditures for 
the year, 

A_ communication was tread from 
L. F. Kelsley, asking permission to 
erect a livery stable on First street. 
The permission was granted, no viola- 
tion of a by-law being involved, 

A letter was read from W. M. Eager, 
who, on behalf of his client, Thomas 
McClay, demanded that the sum of 
$63.33 be paid him, claiming he was 
discharged from the position of care- 
taker of the Isolation Hospital with- 
out a month’s notice. This matter 
was referred to the city solicitor and 
commissioners for report. 

Ohief Lancey, of the 
force, wrote the council to have 
Thomas McCallum appointed license 
inspector of the city. This was ap- 
proved and passed. In reply to a 
communication, the School Board 
stated that they had no authority to 
seil the High School property. his 
letter was filed. 

Mrs. Brunell’s claim for damages 
on account of slipping on an icy pave- 
ment was again heard, The city 
solicitor had made an_ investigation 
of this case and gave it as his opin- 
ion that the city was not to blame in 
any way for Mrs. Brunell’s accident, 
in which she sustained a broken arm, 
as the ice in question was not caused 
by any neglect of the city, simply the 
result of the snow melting on the 
sidewalk and freezing before the city 
could have it removed. The council 
advised the solicitor to reply to the 
communication as above. 

Bitulithic vs. Granitoid. 

The aldermen were treatel to a ver 
interesting debate on the respective 
merits of bitulithic and _ granitoid 
pavements, and the argument at times 
was inclined to be warm. ). M. 
McPhail, manager of the Bitulithic 
Paving Co., of Winnipeg, and Mr. 
Pindell, of the R. 8. Blome Co., of 
Chicago, were both present and were 


city police 


both after the contract of the Ed- 
monton street paving. One wanted 
it all; the other would be satisfied 


with a share of it, and it wound up 
by the Bitulithic man offering to lay 
the other man’s pavement, if neces- 
sary, as an experiment, 

These two men occupied the atten- 
tion of the council for about thirty 
minutes, and at the conclusion of the 
discussion the aldermen thought that 
without doubt these two pavements 
were the best on earth. The matter 
was laid on the table to be referred 
to Engineer Latournel, who will _re- 
turn to the city on Monday, and_ the 
matter of which pavement will be 
settled at the next meeting, 

The matter of the additions fo the 
rolling stock of the street railway was 
dealt with, and as the tender of the 
Preston Car’ Company had not been 
received the matter was laid on the 
table for another week. The council, 
in dealing with this, considered that 
this was too late a date for the street 
railway to be bringing on this subject. 
The proper time to have these things 
settled was in the winter. At the 
present time the matter was being de- 
layed and time was being lost and 
these cars now would be wanted be- 
fore they could possibly be built. 

Another Alleged Nuisance. 

The Gainer slaughter-house on the 
Stoney Plain read came in for severe 
criticism at the hands of the council, 
who listened to the west end delega- 
tion in regard to this nuisance. It 
was that the operation of a “piggery 
within the city limits had to stop, 
once and for all time to come, as the 
city was a place in which to live and 
to conduct business in, and not a 
stock yard. The city solicitor was 
instructed to take action in the mat- 
ter, and, if necessary, to issue an in- 
junction against these people, but at 
all events to see that the nuisance 
was permanently abated. : 

The West End Improvement League 
asked the city to consider the matter 
of more police protection and also to 
have the West End fire hall us far 
west as possible. 

The request of W. Wilkins to allow 
his peanut waggor to ream at large 
was again brought to the attention 
of the council, and the commission- 
ers recommended that it be allowed 
to run on streets other than Jasper 
avenue, This restriction and a license 
{ee of $25 was fixed. This can be re- 
voked at any time that this waggon 
or any other of a similar character 
becomes a nuisance.

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STAMPEDE IS ON . 
TO FORT GEORGE 


Notwithstanding the Season Settlers and 
Townspeople Are Flocking North to 
the New City on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Line. 


— 


Against the urgent advice of the best 
authority on that country, a stampede 
has started for the new town on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific recently located 
and laid out at the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany’s post, Fort George, at the junction 
of the Nechaco and Fraser rivers in Cen- 
tral British Columbia, says the Vancou- 
ver Province. 

All winter long, as the result primar- 
ily of the peculiar strategic location of 
Fort George, as the natural centre of a 
great trading section, and also on ac- 
count of a vigorous advertising caim- 
paign, the interest in Fort George has 
been growing, #o that literally thousands 
of men--many of them with considerable 
money—are already starting for the fu- 
ture metropolis of the upper Fraser 
river country. Fortunately for most of 
these “early birds” {he season is opening 
early (while May 1 is usually the date 
for sightseers’ trips) with the greatly 
improved facilities for taking care of the 
travelling public~as also providing fox 
the settlers—the large volume of this 
migration of itself wifi tend to make a 
trip to Fort George much less of an un- 
dertaking than it has ever been before. 

The Newlson Auto-Stage line has been 
organized by a Seatle man. It will run
